For the last four years the Student 
Association at Saint Joe’s has booked 
the bands entertaining at mixers and 
social events through Blytham Ltd., 
a booking agency from Champaign, 

111. But according to Dan Clark (sr.- 
Ben.), SA social vice-president, this 
business relationship is ending. 

“Within recent months, Blytham 
has repeatedly abused the privilege 
of doing business with Saint Joe’s,” 
maintains Clark. “They have been 
very lax in their dealings recently^jr”^""^"' 
with not only Saint Joe’s, but also 
other schools.” 

Clark’s comments have been sub- 
stantiated by two recent mix-ups 
during first-semester weekends. On 
Friday, Oct. 21, Gallagher Hall spon- 
sored a mixer on homecoming week- 
end; Several hours before the mixer 
was scheduled to begin, Clark called 
Blytham to find out why the band 
for that evening, Bullets, had not yet 
arrived, and discovered that Blytham. 
had made an error in the contract, 
and therefore had not booked Bullets 
to play at Saint Joe’s on that date. 


On Greaser Weekend, Dec. 2-3, the 
scheduled band, Tongue Snatcher Re- 
view, reneged on their contract 
through a last-minute cancellation 
because of relocation in Colorado. 
They were finally replaced by the 
band Copperhead. 

“There has been a general lack of 
communication in our recent dealings 
with Blytham,” asserts Clark. “They 
have adopted an increasingly indif- 
ferent attitude in their recent associa- 


In propping Blytham as the princi- 
pal booking agency, Clark has secur- 
ed the services of ‘Prestige Artists, 
an agency which handles all Ghicago- 
area groups. Prestige Artists has done 
business several jtimeis before with 
Saint Joe’s, notably arranging the 
appearance of the Jim Peterik Band 
last February. 

“Saint Joe’s will, however, continue 
to do occasional business with Bly- 
tham, and others, but the principal 
agency will be Prestige Artists,” adds 
Clark. 
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Buster, a pop-rock band, has been contracted by the Student Association 
to perform Saturday at 9 p.m. in a mixer in the Halleck Center ballroom.

The motion 
was tabled until the next faculty 
meeting next Thursday. 

Faculty opinion covered a broad 
spectrum, of views, from agreement, 
to doubt. Dr. William Downard, as- 
sociate professor of history, agrees 
that the proposal “is a good thing, a 
very reasonable approach.” 

Dr. Duvall Jones, associate pro- 
fessor of biology, feels that instead 
of extending open house hours, more 
ways should be found to encourage 
students to use Halleck Center. 

“Halleck Center is the student cen- 
ter and the students should , use it,” 
Dr. Jones comments. “Since the col- 
lege spent so much money on it,; 
there should be more ways to attract 
people to the center and revitalize it.”

“I was very satisfied with our 
performance,” comments Wag- 
goner. “After coming off two 
tough road losses, we didn’t give 
in an inch, and we played re- 
spectably.” . 


Saint Joe’s started 1978 with 
a bang by defeating Illinois Ben- 
edictine 79-65 last Thursday and 
Bellarmine 78-64 last Saturday.

Book Uncouers Atomic Insights

“The war’s over. One or two 
of these things and Japan will 
be finished.” 

Brigadier General Leslie Gro- 
ves made that prediction mo- 
ments after witnessing the Uni- 
ted States’ first atomic bomb 
test on the chilly morning of 
July 16, 1945, at Alamagordo, 
N.M. For Groves, director of the 
Manhattan Project to assemble 
and prepare for wartime u$e 
the atomic bomb, this was a 
giant step toward success of his 
mission. 

This is one of hundreds of 
facts and insights that can be 
gained by the reading of Enola 
Gay, a monumental work of his- 
tory published during 1 9 7 7. 
Authors Gordon Thomas and Max 
Morgan Witts have brought into 
sharp focus the largest and 
smallest of details leading up to 
the first atomic strike in a grip- 
ping style that makes this a 
hard book to put aside once 
you’ve opened it. . 

, Starting with the careful selec- 
tion of the pilots and associated 


on the Pacific island of Tinian 
are treated in absorbing detail. 

For additional insight, the prob- 
lems^ of uniting scientists and 
military men in the project are 
treated, along with neve^-bef ore- 
published anecdotes concerning 
political mabeuverings reaching 
all the way to the Oval Office 
in Washington. 

From the Japanese side, the 
mayor of Hiroshima headlines a 
series of Japanese 'officials who 
offer memoirs to balance this 
stirring account of man’s entry 
into the nuclear arerta.
